Given below are the recommendations of the International 
Semmar-cum-Workshop on Development of Book Binding 
Techniques organised by the National Hook Trust, India, an 
autonomous organisation under the Ministry of Education 
& Culture, with the assistance of UNESCO, at New Delhi, 
, on the occasion of the Sixth New Delhi World Book Fan 
I held Irom 4-14 February, 1984 


• Book promotion organis itions in each member country should 
request th" Nationil Standard Organibaiion in the respective 
country to formulate standards for materials and inputs used in 
book binding Tt was noticed that there was hardly riny quality 
control in these areas 

• The printing and other hke insntutes in. each country miy be 
icquested to impart specialised training for both hand and mecha¬ 
nised binding Polytechnics inslituuons. in particular may be 
requested to include book binding as a part of their curriculum 
The seminar also recommended that an exclusive inshtutc be set 
up m each country for training eraftsmen and personnel requir¬ 
ed for binding departments 

• Serious efforts be initiated, on a priority basi'. in Lich country 
for the revival of traflsmanbhip in book binding in view of the 
gradual disappearance of such craftsmanship, which the >emmar 
noted was a global phenomenon and has caused serious con¬ 
cern At the same time, efforts to sustain hand binding should 
<.(lso be made, as hand-binding has an important role to play in 
many countries specially for small editions 

• Publishers, printers and binders may be urged to use material of 
standard quality for book binding 

• The Governments of the respective coimtnec may be requested 
lo consider to abolish the duty on the niiport ol machinery for 
book bindmg so that'uch machinery is available easily and at 
competitive prices 

• The member states may be requested to mobilise national level 
efforts to make available and develop raw material and machinery 
of high quality required for book binding It was noticed that 
m many countries such material was available but w^as not being 
used exclusively lor book binding 

• Each country may be requested to set up Development Panels at 
national levels to look into the problems ot the binding industry 

0 Urgent efforts may be made to write and produce good inanuak 
and guides for book binding 

• Awards and incentives may be instituted for best bound books 
and craftsmen so that such work receives due recognition and 
encouragement 

• Facilities for scientific testing ol materials used lor binding may 
be made available 

• Efforts to compile comprehensive sources of supply ol binding 
materials may be made 

• Such International Seminars be organised frequently in different 
countries so that the latest devedopments in technologies are 
shared and arrangements are made for the exchange of experts 


Avadh University Seminar on

Mehrotra Vice-Chancellor of 
Avddh University weleomed 
the Governor Shn C P N 
Singh the Education Minis¬ 
ter cf UP, Dr Ammai Ri7\i 
Dr Kireet Joshi Special Sec¬ 
retary of Higher Education 
Chairmen of different Commis¬ 
sions, distinguished '»C s and 
learned delegates from different 
parts of The country Highlight¬ 
ing the background 'ff New 
Education, Dr Mehrotra re¬ 
quested the Governor to in¬ 
augurate the seminar 


The Governor expressed Iin 
s’Lisfjclion over the enthusiasm 
and response ol the partici¬ 
pants Since he has been 
the initiator of the idea he 
tried to thrash out the salient 
features of New Eautaiion— 
education lor the re-affirmatu»n 
of the Man his excellence and 
perfection He termed Educa¬ 
tion as a man-making process by 
steady practice f>f ct>nLenira- 
tion and will power 

He highlighted three essenti.il 
ideas that lie at the basis ol Nee 
Education Firstly it was a deli¬ 
berate process, .i profound 
science and art ol psvchological 


perfection Secondly education 
IS an crganisition organising 
the impulsive lile processes 
Thirdly education is ap intea- 
ration It hairnoni^ed diffe¬ 
rent threads ol tendencies pro¬ 
pensities aspecw and pol^es ol 

tvcrprogrcssi VC manhood Ii 
leads to liberation jfr f^?nr Tf 

Shri Singh remarked that 
the ihcnie ol New E-diieation 
and Its background Imve be¬ 
come more important today 
He asked the leachi^rs and edu- 
catumists to re-cxdnane the 
prcvmiscs and processes of cur¬ 
rent education We have to 
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leant the true art of learning 
He visualised that the question 
is relevant not only m Arts, 
Science and Commerce but in 
the fields of professional cour¬ 
ses too VIZ Agn , Engg , Me¬ 
dicine etc 

We have to develop new at¬ 
titudes and a flexible system of 
education as already propoun¬ 
ded by Bertrand Russell and 
Shn Aurobindo 

In the end he remarked that 
the task iS difficult but not im¬ 
practicable as It has been ap¬ 
preciated and approved by the 
Prime Minister of India 

Dr Ammar Rizvi expressed 
his privilege for getting an 
opportunity to realse the book 
‘Maham-shim Sri C P N Sineh 
Speaks on New Education 

Shn R C Tnpathi the Edu¬ 
cation Secretary to U P Govt 
passed a motion of thanks for 
the Governor. Hon’ble Educa¬ 
tion Minister and all the orga¬ 
nisers and participants and 
guests 

The keynote address was 
presented by Dr Kireet Joshi 

In the business session 
Dr Kireet Joshi, presenting his 
paper ‘Learning to be gave a 
brilliant exposition of the cent¬ 
ra] theme of New Education 
and visualised that this ideology, 
though initiated at present by 
UNESCO is basically Indian 
The system of New Education 
has been designed to eradicate 
the evils of present edueatioaal 
system and to meet the challenges 
of future He tried to elaborate 
the different levels of conscious¬ 
ness and their interrelations, 
visualising that the child is to 
be liberated 

The New Education in his 
view IS value-onented He tried 
to elaborate different aspects of 
value teaching Quoting pro¬ 
fusely from the wori^ of Plato 
he emphasized that present man 
IS to be transformed since he is 
transition! being Throwing 
light on several trinities of 
virtue he laid emphasis on the 
cultivation of virtues for attain¬ 
ment of perfection 


Chi^en* being keen ohs^- 
vers, are to he guided through 
fight type of ‘examples and in¬ 
fluence’ He laid emphasis on 
introspection, purification and 
realization of supreme ideals 
Discussing the central concept 
of morality to ‘Swabhava’ and 
‘Swadharma’ he suggested that 
it IS a preparation for spiritua¬ 
lity—the discovery and per¬ 
fection of the inner self 

Appropriate methods are to 
be explored and developed for 
teaching of values at different 
levels which are to be learned m 
their psychological aspects For 
this, a flexible structure and free 
progress are essential Analys¬ 
ing the triple system of educa¬ 
tion-lecture, syllabus and exa- 
mmatTon he envisaged an evo¬ 
lutionary curriculum in which 
child IS to be consulted at every 
stage 

Dr Joshi in his paper dis¬ 
cussed elaborately the objectives 
and methods of testing The 
tests are to be spontaneous and 
should be a means of self evalu¬ 
ation, stimulation, correction 
and perfection 

Dr Joshi proposed four mam 
features regarding the organi- 
7 ation of New Education and 
the general role of the teachers 

(a) A Sincere pursuit of the 
Truth, (b) informality in instruc¬ 
tion, (c) an ever fresh youth¬ 
fulness, (d) a search for the 
higher aims of life 

He differentiated between cul¬ 
ture and training and visualised 
that both are to be harmonised 
in the system In the end Dr 
Joshi made three mam recom¬ 
mendations 

fa) Learning by practising, 
(b) search for meaning & unity 
of knowledge, tc) perpetual 
education and perpetual youth 

In conclusion he reiterated 
that learning to be and value 
onented- education are not only 
relevant to the need of our times 
but they are imperative if wc 
wish to prepare India lor the 
imminent future 

Dr Joshi explained the salient 
features of the exhibition—“A 


philoso|?hy of education for the 
contemporary youth—learn mg 
to be ” He traced some trends 
in the youths of India The 
youths suffer from fear of un- 
employmert, are revolting and 
attracted towards various types 
of indulgence But there are two 
very helpful tendencies, love 
for science and internationalism 
which can be taken as a lever to 
lift the youth Analysing the 
contents of the exhibition he 
said that it is divided into four 
chapters The first chapter is 
related to the changing horizon 
of the contemporary youth, the 
second to the contemporary 
youth groping for learning to be, 
the third to science and art of 
learning to be and the fourth to 
the vision of the future 

Dr TK Sarkar presenting 
an outline of the Exhibition on 
Human Evolution said that it 
tried to depict the concept of 
evolution Evolution of the Cos¬ 
mos, evolution of life and Art. 
relation of evolution to Edu¬ 
cation, evolution of Science and 
Technology and present dangers 
of exploitation and possibilities 
and probabilities of the survival 
of man 

Participants visited the exhi¬ 
bition There was also an open 
discussion 

Dr A P Mehrotra concluded 
the session and the Seminar by 
saying that we should striously 
take up the concept of New Edu¬ 
cation because everybody agreed 
that the present educational 
system was completely outdat¬ 
ed and rotten and must be clean¬ 
ed Hence value oriented edu¬ 
cation was of prime need 

Far Its implementation wc will 
have to develop an infrastruc¬ 
ture which has to be evolved by 
the teachers who will have to 
work with missionary zeal 
Simultaneously Teacher Training 
Programmes will also have to 
be oriented further on micro 
and macro levels and will have 
to be reorganised The Avadh 
University, GB Pant Uni¬ 
versity of Agncullurc and Tech¬ 
nology and Lucknow Univer¬ 
sity will start New Education 
System from July, 1984 □ 
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Whither Social Work Education

Introdnction 

Tn common parlance “lend a helping hand” is 
often termed as Social Work In fact, Social workes 
is a helping and enabling profession Since times 
immemorial, it operated ni the form of chanty 
whereby the poor were given food or clothes or 
shelter as social service The basic content and 
meaning of social work has remained unchanged 
over many centuries, what has, now changed is the 
technique, the service and the expertise It may now 
be termed as 'scientific social service’ in which 
performance, methods, design and attitude for 
positive social change and social action plays a 
vital part Therefore, social work now, is consider¬ 
ed as a motivational process by which it tackles the 
problems of human beings in a scientific way and 
makes them self-made, self-reliant and self-eontent 
individuals, groups and communities Its mam ob¬ 
jectives are to restore impaired social functioning 
of individuals groups and communities, to control 
and prevent such conditions that threaten effective 
and satisfying social functioning, and to conduct 
scientific investigation into the causes, treatment 
and prevention of social ills and to suggest suitable 
modifications in the existing social welfare, policies 
and programmes Thus as Mr H M Kumarappa 
puts it “Modern Social Work adopts the construc¬ 
tive approach to social problems and seeks to pro¬ 
vide permanent results of rehabilitation by eliminat¬ 
ing the causes of social ill being” 

Social Work A Profession 

Like law, medicine and engineering, social work 
IS acknowledged as a profession, alleviating the 
sufferings of mankind It is a young profession m 
India Professional social work confined itself to 
human relations and comprehensive knowledge of 
dynamics of human growth and behaviour may be 
expected to bring about the desired changes In a 
way, the professional social worker is more concern¬ 
ed with alleviation of problems that are brought by 
psycho-social maladjustments andfarlesswith the 
larger socio-economic issues of poverty, unemploy¬ 
ment, under-employment, growth of services, social 
policy etc To identify a delinquent, social workers 
find out the causes like broken home, socio-pathic 
father, parental negligence, association with de¬ 
linquent gang etc , and suggest for proper corrective 
measures Sanilarto other professions, social work 
also adopts the three major tools such as study, 
diagnosis and treatment In advanced countries, 
this IS privately practised, in India in metropolitan 
cities such as Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta, Lucknow,

Pune, Madras and Bangalore a few practising cent¬ 
res are functioning PN Luthera, observes “Social 
Work IS more than a profession or a medium for 
earning and subsistence”, since it belongs to those 
distinguished groups or individuals who have mis¬ 
sion, an idealism, a missionary zeal and enthusiasm 
for helping human beings to achieve a high quality 
of life Thus Prof T K Muthuvenkatranian also 
writes “Social Work not only calls for science and 
a system but also a proper combination and a blend¬ 
ing of the questioning mind and the feeling of 
heart” 

Development of Social Work 

The need for professional education in social 
work as emphasized lor the first time by Anna L 
Dawes at the International Congress of Chanties, 
Correction and Philanthropy held m Chicago In 
1893 the New York Charuv Organisation Society 
offered the first training programme of six-weck 
duration Later it was extended to six months, and 
developed into the New York School of Social Work 
and since 1940 affiliated with Columbia University 
lu India, the first educational programme in Social 
Work was established at Sir Dsuabu Tata School of 
Social Work (later re-named as the Tata Institute 
of Social Sclence^J by the Dorabjt Tala Trust m 
1936, through the work of Clilford Manshrndt It 
became a deemed university m the early sixties in 
South India, the first institution was Madras School 
of Social Work Social work education in India is 
forty seven years old There are forty five institutions 
offering social work education m India Eleven of 
these provide Ph D programme one of which also 
has a D Litt One offers M Phil and Ph D Pro¬ 
grammes in Psychiatric Social Work (National In¬ 
stitute of Mental Health and Ncuro Sciences, 
Bangalore) Four offer M Phil degree m Social 
Work and diplomas in social work after the bach¬ 
elor’s degree, and five offer Bachelor level pro¬ 
grammes only While Maharashtra (13) and Tamil 
Nadu (10) had cluster of institutions, states 
in the extreme north and north east such as 
Punjab, Jammu and Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh, 
Haryana, Manipur, Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram* 
Nagaland, Tripura, Orissa and Bihar has no insti¬ 
tutions In Tamil Nadu, Madras School of Social 
Work at Sacred Heart College (Tirupathur), Stella 
Mans College (Madras), Loyola (Madras) under 
Madras University territory, Departments of Social 
Work atPS.G College of Arts and Science (Coim¬ 
batore) and Ramaknshna Vidyalaya Arts College 
(Penyanakan Palayam) in Bharathiar University 
territory. Department of Social Work at Bishop 
Heber College (Tiruchirapalli) at Bharathidasan 
University territory and Madurai Institute of Social 
Work in Madurai-Kamaraj University territory are 
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olJfcricg M A tJegTfie in Socml Work Tn addition^ 
the Heber Institute of Social Work at Timchirapalh 
offers two year programmea in Social Work (OSSA) 
for sponsored c^indidatcs from the diocesses of 
churches of South fndia, the department of Social 
Work at Institute of Social Sciences and Research 
(Vellore), offer two year Master programmes m 
Social Work (M S W ) these two are Christian auto¬ 
nomous institutions and at present are not affiliated 
to any university 

Social Viork Curriculum 

In the earlier stages, many institutions offered 
certificates and diploma courses in Social Work The 
Bachelor’s degree level courses offered at few insti¬ 
tutions are designed to train the students for grass- 
root level developmental programmes At present a 
vast majority cf the institutions offer two year full¬ 
time Master level programmes (M A/M S W degree 
or D S S A/M S W diploma) The design of the 
Social Work syllabus IS v^ell planned to tram the 
students in social work methods by providing them 
with an integrated scheme of class room instructions, 
field work experiences in social welfaie agencies, 
social work camn^ study tours, and social work re¬ 
search activities It equips young men and womea 
V ith tile ncces'iary knowledge skill and technique*' 
to deal with human problems to instill in them 
so-ml and moral values to bring into locus their 
leadership qualities to acquaint thein with the pro¬ 
cess of scientific enquiries into social problems etc 

In nost-graduate level of first year, basic subjects 
such as society, human growth and development, 
development of social work, and the methods, such 
as, social case work, social group work, community 
orgaai/ation, social action and sociel work research 
(including elemeulary 5 td,tisticsj are taught In the 
second year, fields of sccial work, such as labour 
wellare, industrial relations and personnel manage¬ 
ment, correctional social w'ork, school social work, 
social welfare administration, medical and psychi¬ 
atric social work, community development, family 
and child welfare and family planning are taught 
In addition, a few schools are teaching the papers 
on “development of weaker sections”, ‘‘Financial 
Management ’ and “Developmental Communica¬ 
tion’ Internal assessment has been in practice in 
schools of social work from times immemorial it is 
made by considering factors like regularity, since¬ 
rity, participation, matter content ability to tap the 
local »'esources, ability to differentiate between ob¬ 
jective and subjective, transference and counter*' 
transference, maintaining confidentiality, ability to 
chalk out plans on his own accord, evaluation etc, 
the evaluation is hundred percent by the concerned 
teacher Now in many universities, m theory also, 
internal assessment system is working successfully 
Experience has shown that the internal assessment 
system IS working successfully, it makes the students 
to work hard and thereby it m ikes them to know 
the subject m depth A vast majority of the post¬ 
graduate institutions offer specialisation in the fields 
of social work. Six institutions offer genenc courses 


rn social work- general male students take up 
social work course with the aim of becoming Labour 
Welfare Officer/Personnel Officer In India, at the 
present juncture, employment opportunities are 
more for those who take generic courses 

Concurrent field work programme is an integral 
part of social work curriculum The field work pro¬ 
gramme provides varied experiences such as (1) to 
gel an opportunity to test one’s knowledge and 
acquire skills to apply it m a practical situation (2) 
to obtain the necessary service orientation and in¬ 
sight into the various agencies and their welfare 
services and (3) to seek new knowledge requisite 
tor social work practice and render service to 
people These will deepen one’s understanding 
of himself in relation to others and eventually to 
evaluate his behaviour and achievement There¬ 
fore, Prof f S Natarajan rightly puts it ‘‘concur¬ 
rent field training is organised along-side the 
academic programme and in a real community 
situation to provide opportunities to students for 
(i) development of skills (n) application of thewy 
to practice (ui) development of proper attitudes 
and (iv) development of self reliance” In practice, 
to acquire such rich experiences, the students are 
placed m social welfare agencies such as children 
homes, blind rehabilitation institutions, deaf and 
dumb schools, homes for mentally retard.ed 
chi'dren, schools, industries, trade union offices, 
offices of the Government, Labour Welfare Officers, 
chines, Nutrition centres, central jails, borstal 
schools, production departments, discharged priso¬ 
ners' aid socienes, slums, villages etc These expe¬ 
riences enable them “to learn by doing ’ and deve¬ 
lop the needed social work skills and techniques 
to tackle human problems Recording of field w^ork, 
experiences, weekly individual supervisory' conferen¬ 
ce*, group conferences and seminars form part of 
the field work mstruciions Skills m interviewing 
others, ability to record factual and relevant mate¬ 
rial, skills in rendering therapeutic service etc are 
developed during the field programme 

Funchons of Social Work 

Social work has identified three major functions 
Mich as remedial, preventive and developmental 
Although a number of its programmes and services 
are still geared along preventive and remedial lines 
the de\ elopmcntal function is germane to the deve¬ 
lopmental countries The aim is to promote and 
create those conditions which will enable people 
"^to become fulfilled human beings, in an atmosphere 
of social equity To achieve this objective social 
workers help people to participate in essential 
social work practices in India This is achieved by 
a combination of class room and field work learn¬ 
ing experiences on a concurrent basis The guide¬ 
line for the course is that of providing framework 
for study within which there is individual opportu¬ 
nity for individualization of the students learning 
potential and needs Their individual abilities anc 
interests are stimulated by means of auxiliary read 
mgs, field work enriching experiences, tours, trips 
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au^o-visual, catra-cufricviJar andcomM^nity resport- 
srbilities so that students are prepared for the multi¬ 
plicity of experiences expect^ of them as practising 
social workers participating actively and fruitfully 
in such developmental programmes as Community 
development, man power development, land reform 
etc The new stress on the developmental function 
does not mean rejection of remedial and preventive 
ones It merely serves notice that social work has 
enlarged the number of recipient of welfare services 
to include a large portion of the population, in 
order that they too may contribute to and enjoy the 
benefits from economic development In fact the 
remedial and preventive approaches arc integrated 
into developmental when in addition to meeting the 
needs of the traditional targets, population pro¬ 
grammes and services are focussed simultaneously 
on the development of their social functioning m 
order to maximising their contribution to national 
development 


economic loeauity and the cxplmtation of the 
vulnerable and weaker sections of our society 
Further it made the observation such as location 
of new institutions in ill-served areas; lopsided 
development of professional social work education 
at higher levels as against lower level for frontline 
workers; the need to reorient syllabi to review field 
work practice and to improve its content and me¬ 
thodology 

ConchisioD 

Professor M S Gore lists in his book titled 
“Some Aspects of Social Development” the func¬ 
tions of social workers to “identify the dysfunctio¬ 
nal consequences of industrialisation, urbanisation 
and the rapid development of agriculture to insti¬ 
tute services which will smoothen the change by 
providing rehabilitative, rc-training and community 
support facilities, develop new services which will 
increase the utilisation of available social services 


ASSWI 

As regards to the development of social work 
education, the role of Association of Schools of 
Social Work in India (ASSWI) is commendable 
It organises seminars for social work education and 
tries to review the social work curriculum It has 


in the areas of health, housing, education and 
population policy” The more specific tasks that 
the social worker portrays in connection with the 
developmental functions are influencing national 
priorities, utilizing the political process, interpret¬ 
ing social developmental goals, and helping those 
in need to execute these tasks Social workers 


published nine books It also releases a quarterly 
newsletter called ‘Social Work Educator’ 

Five Year Plans 

The Sixth Five Year Plan indicates that the plan 
outlay for social work education and training for 
the periods (1974-79) and (1980-85) are 2 ul and 
7 00 crores of rupees respectively, but the plan is 
not providing the information on the mode of 
expenditure It is suggested that these grants 
should be channelled to schools of Social Work 

UGC Review Committee 

In 1960 the University Grants Commission 
appointed the first Review Committee for Social 
Work Education and its report was published in 
1965, the committee made important suggestions 
5 uchas (1) need for training at matnculation and 
under-graduate levels to establish such full-fledged 
learning on the place of the existing ad-hoc pro- 
irammes (2) The need for generic course m the 
arst year and particular field in second year was 
suggested to balance the realities of job opportuni- 
les which required broad based social work tram- 
ng, with the development of field related training 
ind (3) As regard to the faculty and student it 
should be 1 10 not including the Director/EYincipal/ 
Head (4) Need for research by the faculty and 
5) Channelling of grants directly from UGC In 
luly 1975, another committee was appointed The 
eport of their group published in 1980, which 
suggested that the Social Work must design a cur- 
iculum relevant to the type of manpower required 
n the areas of social realities of the country such 
is poverty, over population, illiteracy, m^nutri- 
lon. low productivity unemployment, underemp- 
oyment and disabilities resulting from social and 


therefore, perform varyi ng roles j e interpreter, 
spokesman, enabler, researcher, planner and orga¬ 
niser Thus It IS evident that social worker can 
contribute to a large extent to the development of 
the nation Such a good and noble profession still 
seeks the recognition of people □

Excerpts from the convocation address delivered by Dr. S.Z. 
Qasim, Secretary, Department of Ocean Development at 
the Annamalai University, Annamalainagar 


“ My first duty on this occa¬ 
sion which IS a memorable one, is 
to ofTer my warm greetings and 
felicitations to all those who are 
receiving their degrees and dip¬ 
lomas today on successful comp¬ 
letion of a verv important and 
glonuus phase of their lives 
Many of you have now to face 
a transition from the process of 
learning and prepiraticn for the 
examinations to a phase which 
requires aciicn First of all, I 
wish all rf you good Uiclc and 
success in lite M> only advice 
IS, whatever you do and where¬ 
ver you go, never give up the 
process of learning Whai I 
mean by the process of learning 
IS, that, you should keep your 
eyes and ears alvsays open You 
must also remember that mo¬ 
desty and humility are the signs 
of greatness not arrogance and 
obstinacy You must also re¬ 
member that you are the citi- 
?ens ol India, first and foremost, 
and then scientists, teachers, 
adminislrators researchers or 
whatever you become later on 
Therefore, all ycur actions must 
reflect on what you can give to 
„'your country There is one more 
point which I think might prove 
to be useful to all oi you and 
that IS. your good public rela¬ 
tions in future life Never let 
your good relations with others 
'deteriorate and never let your 
rapport with the general public 
become cold As far as my ex¬ 
perience in South India goes, 
I can say without hesitation, that 
. the people of South India in 
-■general, and of Tamilnadu in 
particular, are polite, decent, 
unassuming, modest and God¬ 
fearing, and to these virtues they 
owe their success in most compe¬ 
titive examinations or m any 
held of activity With these 
few words, 1 give you, the re¬ 
cipient^ of various degrees, 


medals and other distinctions, 
my warm greetings and good 
wishes for a bright future 

‘On dn occasion like this, it is 
customary to take stock of the 
aims and obiectives ol higher 
education in the Universities, 
in the light of the future needs 
of our country I wish there¬ 
fore to utili,/e this opportunity 
to share my ideas with you, 
regarding the future trends in 
man-power-plannmg and manne- 
scientific-research in India As 
one associated with the deve¬ 
lopment of marine science in 
this country for more than 30 
years, 1 consider it my profes- 
‘^lonal obligation to allude to this 
field 

“Let me first of all explain what 
we mean by ocean develop¬ 
ment which is also the name ot 
my Department Since ancient 
time*: the sea has been used for 
two main purposes fishing and 
shipping However the recent 
discovery of oil, gas and other 
minerals from the sca-bed, has 
convinced every one that some 
of the biggest treasures in the 
world lie hidden in the sea In 
fact, whatever is found on land 
is also found somewhere in the 
sea, because it is the same land 
which extends under the sea 
the only difference i-, that it 
has overlying water We cannot 
see the land under the sea with 
our naked eyes, and yet we have 
to find the resources, the science 
of oceanography has thus be¬ 
come most exciting 

“Ocean development means, 
knowledge of the sea resources,, 
such as food, chemicals, mine¬ 
rals and energy, and their uu- 
ludion for the benefit of our 
people This would mean explo¬ 
ration of the sea and the deve¬ 
lopment of technologies for the 
exploitation of ns resources 


Exploration would involve new 
inputs like the availability of 
research vessels, institutional 
framework, infrastructure and 
shore-based facilities, while the 
development of technologies for 
the exploitation would require 
engineering inputs and new in¬ 
novations. to tap the resources 
at a cost, which is competitive 
with the Und-based resources 
Both these components require 
trained manpower In fact, 
man powder is the most crucial 
element m the development pro¬ 
cess 

•‘Today there are about 900 
marine scientists in our country 
With the arri\<il of the research 
vessel Saiiai Ka/na the demand 
on the existing manpower has 
increased considerably More¬ 
over another vessel (FORV), 
being built in Denmark is likely 
to join the existing fleet by 
September !9^i4 

Exoloration ot the Exclusise 
Economic Zone (EhZt Mid 
the deep se i areas including the 
rich Antarctic seas, are of much 
I merest tt India, to meet the 
growing demands for food and 
minerals during the nc'i two 
decades Remote sensing </f 
dcean parameters is another 
very promising area lor deve¬ 
lopment Apart from the above 
activities equal emphasis has 
to be laid for the development 
of The centres , f excellence in 
bd'^ic oceanogr iphic research 
It IS therefore impeialive to 
strengthen the much-needed re¬ 
search facilities in all the areas 
of ocean science and technology 
Research and development acti¬ 
vities 1 n the field of ocean sciences 
would require at least 1000 
additional competent sctenlists 
and engineers m the next 5-7 
years This additional scientific 
manpower will have to be sup¬ 
ported by adequate infrastructure 
and shore-based facilities This 
■would mean that we must have 
manpower-planning for at least 
100 to 150 scienti.sts per year 
The lime IS now appropriate to 
give venous thought to the deve¬ 
lopment and training of man¬ 
power in highly diversified fields 
of ocean science and techn 
ology m our country 
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*‘^wo metliods are temg tried 
for developing and increasing 
the rained manpower by the 
Department of Ocean Develop¬ 
ment In implementing both 
these methods, the basic oppor* 
tunities in universities and tech¬ 
nical institutions are also being 
strengthened The first is the 
inhouse training, and the second 
lb the award ol fellowships and 
research assi'cr-leships The 
former is undertaken in different 
types of institutions Orginisa- 
tions like the Council cf Scien- 
tifc and Industrial Research 
rCSlR) Indian Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Research (ICAR), 
Ministry ol Agriculture the 
Geological Survev of India 
tGSl)^ Ind lan Navy and Mer¬ 
chant Navy vmII be used for the 
inhouse training to sun specific 
requirements No matter where 
the R&D programmes are 
undeil’ken in ocean science and 
technology the utilization o1 
ship-boird facilities and onen- 
t.tion Lourses in ocean science 
will be the most important com- 
p -iient 

“There are several instiiutions 
and universities m the country 
whiLh can lake up training prog¬ 
rammes At the same time many 
universities and IIT s have 
btaitcd new programmes in 
ocean science But to meet the 
required number during the next 
lew vears training in ocean 
‘‘Cience will have to be increased 
in all the institutions which 
ire interested in marine science 
The Department of Ocean 
Development has provided extra 
positions of scientists and tech¬ 
nicians in several insiitutions 
during the year 

‘ The second method has been 
the award of fellowships and 
research associaleships to ibout 
125 p.rsons per year in different 
centres, universities and central 
organisations, which are in¬ 
volved m marine oriented work 
The fellowship scheme has 
certain distinct advantages as 
no major institutional set-np 
is required for this purpose 
The scheme for the award of 
these fellowships has to be more 
broad-based covering the entire 
country The existing centres 


of excellence can be used to lake 
on new fellowships in specialis¬ 
ed branches of marine science 
and technology One of the 
goals of this method has been to 
develop a reservoir of young 
scientists, with Ph Ds and 
Master degrees in diflerent 
fields, wherefrom they could 
be drawn, as potential future 
marine scientists, in specific 
niission-onented work on re¬ 
search vessels, m the Exclusive 
Economic Zones, deep sea and 
the Antarctic programmes 
Another advantage of such 
a reservoir of scientistb is, that 
they have their roots m those 
institutions from where they 
are drawn ior specific work so 
that they can continue to carry 
out their investigations in the 
parent institutions 

“Both the methods are being 
implemented by my Depart¬ 
ment and the response towards 
the fellowships and research 
assocmteships scheme from 
various institutions hvis been 
extremelv encouraging and en- 
thiiMdstic many lellows and 
research associates are alreadv 
m position 

The earliest univer ilies to 
star+ marine science cour'-cs 
were fibinglv the two of the 
oldest universities in our country, 
namely, Bombay and Madras 
In i917, the Zoological Re¬ 
search Laboratory of the Uni¬ 
versity ol Madras was estab¬ 
lished w'llh Prof R GopaU 
Ayyar as its Honorary Direc¬ 
tor The main objective of this 
research laboratory was to pro¬ 
mote research in tropical ma¬ 
rine biology and to provide 
training in basic zoological re- 
search At about the same time, 
teaching and research in marine 
biology were initiated by Prof 
P R Awati, at the Royal Ins¬ 
titute ol Sciences, Bombay 
The Taraporevala Marine Bio¬ 
logical Research Station, affilia¬ 
ted to the Bombay University, 
started functioning in U)5l This 
fine acquanum, with living ma¬ 
rine forms, contributed im¬ 
mensely in generating public 
interest on marine life in the 
country Pioneering work was 
earned out by these two insti- 


tuttons in vanotis fields of marine 
biology Studies included plank¬ 
ton biology, fouling organisms 
and molluscs, various types of 
fishes and a variety of other 
fauna and flora Although some 
work, on physiological aspects 
still continues at the Madras 
University, ail activities at the 
Bombay University came to an 
abrupt end in mid-sixties 

“At Waltair, on the east coast 
of India, the Department of 
Zoology of the Andhra Uni¬ 
versity was established in 1947, 
for teaching and training at the 
postgraduate level with specia¬ 
lization in marine biology and 
to carry out fundamental re¬ 
search in this field In 1949, 
oceanography and meteorology 
were also taught at the Depart¬ 
ment of Geophysics, Waltair, 
Tea,.hing and research ff’olities 
became available in the field of 
marine geology under a sepa¬ 
rate Department of Geology In 
1952 the University initiated 
what could be regarded as the 
fust concerted effort to carry 
oul multidisciplinary oceano¬ 
graphic research in India, es¬ 
pecially in ofF-shore waters So 
far, the oceanographic studies 
were largeJv restricted to the 
coastal areas and the work car¬ 
ried cut was mostly biological 
in nature The early emphasis 
on marine biolt»gical research 
could be attributed to 

(a) the growing need for the 
exploration of living orga¬ 
nisms and the optimum ex¬ 
ploitation of marine food 
resources, 

fb) the relatively simple and 
inexpensive apparatus re¬ 
quired for marine biologi¬ 
cal w'crk, and 

(c) the avuilabifity ol trained 
personnel in marine bio¬ 
logy to carry out such work 

“In 1953, the Annamalai Uni¬ 
versity set up a MarineBiclogi- 
cal Station at Parangipettai, 
with Prof RV Seshaiya, as 
Its Director Prior to that, the 
research work in marine bicTogy 
in this Universpy was earned out 
m the Department of Zoology. 
In l%7, the University chang- 
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ed me stains ot the station to a 
Department of Marine Biology, 
and in 1963, the University 
Grants Commission recognis¬ 
ed this department as a Centre 
for Advanced Study in Marine 
Biology, >vhjch serves now as an 
all India institution Enjoying 
close links vsith some of the 
British Institutions of marine 
sciences (Universities of South¬ 
ampton and 4berdeenl, it has 
several uselul bilateral exchanges 
of scientists with these institu¬ 
tions Commendable researches 
on various aspects of marine 
sciences are being earned out 
by this centre in the Vellar 
estuary in the surrounding back 
waters, mangroves and in the 
Bay of Bengal These include 
hydrographical and hydrcchemi- 
cai studies in the estuarine and 
near shore waters, microbio¬ 
logical studies, mangrove eco¬ 
system research, studies on pri¬ 
mary production, plankton stu¬ 
dies, taxonomical and ecologi¬ 
cal studies in molluscs and 
fishes, estuarine biology and 
biochemical studies on murine 
or organisms 

“The location of this centre ai 
Parangipettai ofifers a wide 
range of excellent opportunities 
for estuarine and marine bio¬ 
logical research The area is 
also interesting because of the 
presence of the mangrove forest 
at Pichavaram The mam thrust 
areas for research of the Centre 
at present are coastal water- 
quality-assessment, pollution- 
monitoring, environmental-in¬ 
ventory and toxicological stu¬ 
dies microbial biodegradation 
and decomposition in the marine 
environment, ecosystem analyses 
with special reference to man¬ 
groves, estuaries and swamps 
along Tamilnadu coast syste- 
matics, ecology, breeding bio¬ 
logy and laboratory culture of 
coastal marine fish and shelf 
fish and their larvae The fact 
that during I9'80-83 37 candi¬ 

dates have’'earned PhD degrees 
in this Centre is a very imp¬ 
ressive record of performance 
The Centre has aho been pub¬ 
lishing a large number of origi¬ 
nal papers every year 

“From the foregoing account. 
It IS clear that very useful 


and pioneenng contributions 
have been made by the Univer¬ 
sities in various disciplines of 
oceanography, before the re¬ 
search institutes such as the 
Central Marine Fisheries Re¬ 
search Institute (CMFRI) 
and the National Institute of 
Oceanography (NIO) were 
established in the country Coas¬ 
tal and estuarine regions, in the 
proximity of several of these 
universities, were intensively 
investigated and many interest¬ 
ing oceanographic features be¬ 
came known as a result of their 
efforts Fundamental work on 
the fauna and flora along the 
Indian coast was done at the 
universities and manv new spe¬ 
cie^, which were not known 
before were discoveied Some 
of the universities participated 
actively in the 1 nlernaticmal 
Indian Ocean Expedition niOE), 
1962-65 

“In addition to enhancing our 
knowledge of the Indian sea 
the universiTies have made the 
most vital contribution by pro¬ 
viding trained manpower which 
has put the countrv on a sound 
footing for the development ct 
marine science Cochin and 
Andhra Universities have in¬ 
troduced specialised courses 
leading to postgraduate degrees 
m the fields ol physical oceano¬ 
graphy, marine chemistry, ma¬ 
rine geology and marine geo¬ 
physics By doing so they have 
ensured, that trained persons 
recjuired by the various research 
institutes and fisheries organisa¬ 
tions, are conunuouslv made 
available Thus a very close 
link exists between the uni¬ 
versities and the research insti¬ 
tutes as many of the scientists 
working in the institutes re¬ 
gister themselves for higher 
degrees at the universities It 
can, therefore, be c )ncluded 
that the role of universities in 
the development cf marine 
sciences h’sbeen enormous 

“In recent years, the Depart¬ 
ment of Ocean Development 
has started three new projects 
The Antarctic research, ex¬ 
ploration of polymetallic nodules 
and extraction of energy from 
the sea In the Antarctic Re¬ 


search, as you are aware, the 
third expedition has already 
landed and this team contains 
several scientists from the uni¬ 
versities This programme has 
ushered in a new era of polar 
research in our country, which, 
above three years ago, was non¬ 
existent Today, there are 20 in 
stitutions or more in the country 
which are working on the data 
and material collected from the 
Antarctic water and from the 
frozen comment of Antarctica 
In the programme on explora¬ 
tion of polymetallic nodules 
ncsrly 100 scientists, engineers 
and technicians Irom nearly 15 
institutions in thecountry are in¬ 
volved This IS ihe largest team 
that has ever been deployed 
anywhere in the world and the 
technology used in not only on 
poT with that (d the most deve- 
Icpcd countries in the world 
but in certain respects even 
supciior W'e arc transmitting 
the coded data from the Central 
Indian Ocea n, continimuslv to 
the Nation ■! Institute of Ocea¬ 
nography Goa In the project 
"Energy from the Sea the 
Indian Institute of Technt logy 
Midras is playing a key-roJe 
and the facilities and manpower 
developed by them on wave 
energy are indeed highiv com¬ 
mendable 

“Mr Chancellor, Ladies and 
Gentlemen in the short time 
C.T my disposal, I have tried to 
summarize the role of the bni- 
versilies and that ot a few other 
institutions in building up the 
much-needed manpow'er require¬ 
ments of our country in the 
ocean sector However, 1 must 
conless that despite these praise¬ 
worthy efforts, there jc a lot to 
be done in future, so that the 
Indian Ocean, W'hich has been 
washing the shores of our coun¬ 
try, since millions of years, 
will play an important role in 
the technological development 
of the country m such a way. 
that, the sea will continue to 
provide our social, economic 
and recreational needs for a 
long time to come In this pro¬ 
cess, I am sure, the role of the 
Annamalai University will be¬ 
come more and more important 
jn future " □

“This strong demand emerging 
for university places represents 

marked change ^l^he aspira¬ 
tions of young pco^^ compared 
to tho‘'e several years ago and is 
indication of a keen interest in 
university education’’, said the 
chairman, AVCC, Professor 
Michael Bsrt 

At the request of the Austra¬ 
lian Government, the universities 
have increased opportunities for 
school leavers The universities 
have, however, been forced to 
set intake quotas which are limit¬ 
ed by their available money and 
buildings 


In many instances, the num¬ 
bers of qualified applicants have 
exceeded significantly these in¬ 
take quotas For school leavers, 
the minimum cut-off scores to 
secure entry have risen sharply 
compared to the corresponding 
situation in 1983 

Projected total enrolments in 
most universities will exceed 
their planned student loads for 
the current 1982-84 tnenmum 
This has been caused by a con¬ 
tinuing shift of students to full¬ 
time enrolments, the greater re¬ 
tention of later-year students in 
undergraduate courses, together 
with increased participation in 
postgraduate and research-degree 
programmes More universities 
have now been forced to impose 
limitations on their intakes of 
higher degree students
